an application program loaded on the printer, wherein a manager invokes functionality 
receives results from the application program via an agent remotely located from the 
ajjblica ion program. 

(Previously Presented) The printer of claim 1 wherein the application program 
ccjnpri ies an applet served by the manager. 

3. (Previously Presented) The printer of claim 1 wherein the application program 
ccjtnpri ;es an applet served by the manager and further comprising a virtual machine capable 
ojjexec iting the applet. 

4. (Previously Presented) The printer of claim 1 further comprising an interface for 
ccflnmifiication with the agent 

5. (Previously Presented) The printer of claim 1 wherein the application program 
ccflnprif es an applet comprising printer instructions.
